From 
the earliest period of Christianity 
down to the present day it has al 
ways been celebrated by Christians 
with the greatest joy. In i>rimitiTe 
tirmsil was usual for the Christians 
to salute each other on this day by 
exclaiming,, " Christ Is risen!" to 
which the person SAluted replied, 
" Christ Is risen inileed,' or else, 
" ^' ' ' ' "ppearod unto Simon 1" 



Stately and dignified was the 
East,er parade in fashionable lower 
Broadway a century ago. It was « 
panorama of men whose names are 
written lai-g" on the pages of history 
and of women whose grace and 
l)eaUty still live in tradition. The 
city had just cease<l to be the 
nation's capital, and only three 
months before the centre of State 
government had been removed to 
Alliany. Its society retained the 
polish and brilliancy conferred by 
contact with statesmen and foreign 
diplomats. 

Eastei in 1798 fell on April 8th, 
an<l, so far as the records give any 
information on the subject, the 
weather was all that the possessoi 
of the newest imported gown could 
wish. 

Dr Benjamin Moore had preach- 
ed in Tiinity Church. Dr G rar- 
diis Knypers had held forth to the 
remainder of his dwindling congie- 
dation in the Dutch Church in Gar- 
gen street. 

The learned Bishop Provoost, the 
translator of "Tasso," dignifie<l and 
plump, had descended from the pul- 
pit ol St Paul's. Dr. Henry Living- 
ston, or perhaps his assistant, the 
eloquent Dr. Linn, had drawn the 
lesson of the day in the Reformed 
Dutch Church. 

In the Presbyterian Church, in 
Wall Street, the portly Dr. John 
Rodgers, in his white wisr, had fill- 
ed his pulpit with majestic dignity, 
and while ho pieached, h(>arers had 
wondered if it was i-eally tiu«>, as 
people said, that every night before 

retiring he bowed solemnly to Mi's. 
Koilgeis, WHO mroopeo iiiiifa umi- 

sey in return. Dr. Mason, who 
hau been a oWapljua at West I'oint 
duiing the war, had expounded 
solid Scotch doctrine in the Cove- 
nanters' Chui-oh close by iu Cedar 
Street. 

The women, as a rule, wear the 
Empire costume, with its high waist 
and clinging skirts, which was 
adopted out of * com|)liment to the 
"bloody" citizens of Fiance. Hero 
and ther« is a bright pettJcoat of 
silk and satin, and a few balloon- 
like hoopskirts. seen in the streets 
for the first time, arouse envy or 
comment. Matrons still wear pow- 
dered hair, pulTed up on the tops of 
their heads. 

Amid the throng may be seen the 
leaoer of the society of the day, 
Mrs. ,Tohn .lay, the governor's lady, 
who liked lo dress showily; Lady 
Mary Watts and her sister, Lady 
Kitty Duer, daughters of the tit» lar 
Earl of Sterling; Mrs. Alexani er 
Hamilton, Mrs. .lames lieckman, 
Mrs Theodore Sedgwick, and a 
host of a younger women whose 
prudence and beauty aioused the 
admir'ation of foreigners. 

Senator Aaron Burr goes by to hi» 
house at No. II Nassau Street and 
bows to Mr. Hamilton, each uncou 
scions of the dark fate in store for 
him. Mr. Burr leads his little 
daughter, Theodosia, by the hand. 
Her mother no longer goes out, and 
it is whispered that she has cancer 
and cannot recover. 

Richard Varick, the Mayor, 
glances up at the City Hall iu Wall 
Street, opposite Broad, and medi- 
tates some municipal Itnsiness for 
the morr'ow. He has the responsi- 
bility of supervising theexpt^nditure 
of a city budget of $130,000 a ye;ir. 

In their long skirted coats, bright 
waistcoats and breeches, silk stock- 
ings and shoes with silver buckles, 
the men look courtly and dignified. 
Not all of tliem wear wigs or even 
queues. Those who wish to be 
thought ill the latest fashion have 
had their hair cut close and are clad 
in trousers which reach to their 
ankles and are kept in place by a 
strap under the instep. Somedrop 
itt at the Tontine coffee house in 
Wall Street, near Water, to talk 
polities, and a party of the younger 
men rides out to Cato Alexander's, 
in the Boston nmd, beyond the Bow- 
Vry, for a bowl of punch. 

Along Broadway and Wall Street, 
where several bands have already 
appeared, the par-ade eddies 
Family parties stioll to their homes 
in the residence districts of Hanover 
and Franklin Squares. Men and 
women bow and smile to each in 
the Battery Park, swept by the 
breeze lilowinir from the wooded 
shore of New Jersey to the farms of 
LoDc Island. 



As they again turn np Broadw.iy, 
they pass the Governor's mansion, 
built hanrlsomely of brick and 
standing alone between the Battery 
and Bowling Green. They proceed 
along the broad throughfares, linetl 
with commodious two-story bricrk 
houses, roofed with tiles, until they 
reach the park, far uptown, where 
the City Hall is to be built later. 
Here the tender-hearted gave a 
thought of pity to the unfortunates 
in the Bridewell, the Workhouse 
and the Goal, which overlook the 
green space fiom the north. A few 
pass on to the outskirts of ihe city, 
at Leonard Street, where ducks are 
swimming in Fresh tvater Pond, and 
in the stream which flows f-'-e it 
into the Hudson. 

. Pausing there they look oin over 
fields ami farms, dotted with manor 
housi^s, where green grass and new 
leaves are beginning to show. But 
the dinner bells are ringing and the 
parade is over. 



Enntcr— W^hat In It? 



Easter, the most joyful of all the 
church celebrations of the year, 
comes again. In a way, it is the 
festival par excelUnce of the Chris- 
tian year, even evershadowing the 
ol)sorvances of Christmas The ob- 
servance of the resurrection of 
(jhrist has preceded all others re- 
ligious rites, in its grandness, 
humility and rejoicing. In some 
couiilries, indeed, Easter is the 
greatest ecclesiastical event of the 
whole twelve months. 

Like many other seastms of 

church observance, Easter owes its 

birth to Paganism and not to Chiis- 

tianity But the wise fathers of the 

clinrch, foreseeing the imiwssibility 
o( taking :i holirAy ui »..<.,. o<u 

glory and celebration from the i)eo- 
ple, merely adapted it to the cliang- 
ed circumstances, and .so tt is that 
Easter holds so prominent a place 
in our calendar. The very word it- 
self is a survival of the old Teuton 
mythology and the manner in which 
the day is celebrateil is an heirloom 
of our old ancestors. The Saxons 
called the festival "Osier" or 
"Osten," both of which mean "ris- 
ing" The name by which we 
knew the day comes from thai of 
the goddess of spring;, "Ostera," 
whose festival was annually cele- 
brated at this season. 

The eggs which were used to sym- 
bolize the birth of spring after the 
death and .solitude of wint4>r, were 
a prominent fenture of the Pagan 
sclieme, and when the transition of 
Chiistianity came it was easy 
enough to see in them a type of re- 
surrection. And as the new religion 
spread slowly northward through 
Europe, the Christian celebration 
of the day took the place of the 
P.igan festival. Tli* name alone 
was changed; the observation of 
the season remained the same. 

In the early days of the church, 
and even to-day, so far as the ru- 
brics are concerned, the festival 
lasted for an octave; that is to say, 
a full week, including the Sunday 
immediately following Easter Sun- 
day. A traoe of this manner of 
celebration is to be seen in the 
name that still clings to the latter 
day — Low Sunday. — Exchange

As long as the high festival of 
Easter has i)een celeltrated, the cus- 
tom has prevailed of removing all 
Mii<ns of mourning from the church, 
religliting the candles and unveil 
ing the statues and crosses. The 
use of flowers as decorations is a 
much more recent custom. In Eng- 
land it is first mentioned by a 
writer in the Gentleman's Magazine 
in July, 1783, who conjeetuies that 
"the flowers with which many 
churches are ornamented on Easter 
Hay are most probably intended ai« 
emblems of the resurrection, having 
just risen from the earth in which 
during the severity of the winter 
they seem to have been buried " 

In the early days of I his country 
flowers were seldom seen as decora- 
tions, and it is only within the last 
quarter of a century that thej* have 
been used with reckless extra v« 
gance. In fact, the first attempt to 
decorate Old Trinity Church, in 
New York, for Eastei is still within 
the memory of those living. A 
iweef smelling, inoflTensive little 
bunch of t)lo.Hsoms, that had been 
carefully chosen, was placed in the 
font on Easter morning. But such t: 
furor was raised by the members o( 
the church against the innovation 
that it was thought Itest to remove 
rhe intruder before the afternfjon 
service To-day thechureii isalwa^s 
d.»corated on Easter Sunday. In 
DO country in the world are flower^ 
used in such abundance at Eastei 
as in America — Ex.

We have a bit of gratifying news 
for those who have the Ohio Home 
for Aged Deaf at heart, for this 
week it became the beneficiary of 
five- huinh'ed dollars through a be- 
quest bequeathed ii. 

The announcement of the fact in 
the city papers Thursday evening 
was a pleasing surprise to the 
friends of the Home, because the 
irood lortune came most unexpected- 

ly. 

The giver is the late Albert F 
Dickey whose home was near Cen- 
tral College, and who died March 
6lh, at the age of seventy three. 
His will was admitted to pi-obate 
Thursday. Mr. Dickey was b'lrn 
in New York, and came to Ohio 
with his parents when seven j'ears 
old, and five years later was left an 
orphan. His ftareuts settled near 
Central College when they came to 
• his State, and here the tleceased 
lived all his life. Through his 
energy he amassed quite a fortune 
despite that he gave freely to 
ileserving c>»uses. He had no chil- 
dren of his own, and after provid 
ing generously for his widow and 
numoi'ous relatives, gavt^ of his 
bounty to Ihe'followinu institntions: 
The Childreii's Hospital, $2000; Ihe 
Ihe Home for the Aued, $2000 ; the 
Diiy Nurnery, $2000; the Hon'ie for 
the Deaf and Dumb of Central Col- 
lege. $500; the Columbus UnivcV 
salist Church, $1000; the Piotest- 
ant Hospital, approximately $5000

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
DD, by the erection of a Parish 
Buildin)^ for St. Ann's Church for 
Ueaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situate<l on 148th Street, jnst west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
sorte twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the <?hurch edifice and be a center 
of religious ani social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hopfd during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work l)e now undertaken, St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in d«pth. It will be three 
storifs in height, with a basement, 
and will bo used tor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about 430,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monumenl 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
